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I SUMMARY
The District Attorney's Office is asking the Commission accept renewed funding for a
Deputy District Attorney for the provision of continuing prosecutor services related to the
High Intensity Drug Trafficking Areas (HIDTA) Task Force in the amount of $80,000
from the Office of National Drug Control Policy (ONDCP) award to Nevada HIDTA for
the retroactive period May 1, 2016 through April 30,201.7, with remaining $20,000
position cost covered by District Attorney General Fund budget.

The award begins retroactively on May 1,2016;the May 24th datewas first available
meeting.

The Northem Nevada Prosecutor funding is part of the Prosecution initiative proposed by
the Executive Board of the Nevada HIDTA and approved by ONDCP.

PREVIOUS ACTION
The Board of County Commissioners has accepted funding from HIDTA grant funds to
partially pay for a Deputy District Attorney annually since February 24,2009

BACKGROTIND
The Director of The Office ofNational Drug Control Policy (ONDCP) designates areas

within the United States which exhibit serious drug trafficking problems and harmfully
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impact other areas ofthe country as High Intensity Drug Traffrcking Areas (HIDTA).
The HIDTA Program provides additional federal resources to those areas to help
eliminate or reduce drug traffrcking and its harmful consequences.
